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Power cut hits town businesses 


EIGHTS INTERRUPTIONS IN TWO HOURS CAUSES DISRUPTION 


BRIDPORT busi¬ 
nesses were left to 
count the cost of an¬ 
other day of disruption 
as the town centre was 
hit by another power 
failure. 

Much of East, West and 
South Street was affected 
by the power cut which 
Western Power Distribu¬ 
tion blamed on an under¬ 
ground cable failure. 

The electricity supply 
was cut at around noon 
and was intermittent for 
more than two hours be¬ 
fore supply was restored. 

But some business 
owners in the affected 
area are angry that dis¬ 


ruption to their electricity 
service occurs far too 
often - with some claim¬ 
ing trade is lost due to the 
problem every year. 

Chris Newall - director 
of Bridport Specsavers - 
said his business was 
badly affected by power 
cuts. 

He said: “When it hap¬ 
pens we can’t run eye 
tests, can’t run the till, 
can’t do much. 

“We have had people in 
for appointments who 
have been unable to wait 
for things to get up and 
running again who have 
ended up leaving so, yes, 
business has been af- 
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fected. 

“It happens frequently 
- at least once a year. We 
have been here nine years 
and there hasn’t been a 
year where there hasn’t 
been a problem. 

“Each time a different 
part of the town seems to 
be affected. It would be 
nice to have a secure sup- 
ply.” 

Bridport Music on 
South Street relied on 
their computer for stock 
taking, internet orders 
and order tracking - and 


lost it all during the 
power cut. 

Co-owner Steph Gamer 
said: “It looks like we 
will have to replace the 
computer. The power 
kept going off and on and 
it looks like the computer 
couldn’t take it.” 

She estimated the cost 
of replacing the system to 
be over £500. 

Branch manager of es¬ 
tate agents Palmer Snell 
on East Street said his 
business was also dis¬ 
rupted by the cuts. 
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He said: “When it hap¬ 
pens, of course, all our 
computers go down. 

But our phones go 
down too. What makes it 
worse is that customers 
phoning the branch get a 
tone suggesting the 
phone is ringing and 
ringing whereas here we 
are getting nothing at all. 

“We have heard noth¬ 
ing from Western Power 
about it so we don’t 
know what went on.” 

Marie Gray was man¬ 
ager in charge of retailer 
Peacocks when the 
power failed. 

She said: “We had to 
keep getting everyone 
out of the shop for health 
and safety reasons. It gets 
very dark. But with the 
power going on and off it 
was in out in out like the 
hokey cokey. 

“It’s frustrating really. 
We had no warning and 
no one has spoken to us 
about it.” 

Cheryl Davison of 
Mango Hair could not 
take bookings or wash or 
blow dry hair during the 
problems. 


She said: “We have had 
problems before but yes¬ 
terday took the biscuit.” 

Banks were forced to 
close during the power 
cut - with the same prob¬ 
lems affecting the Post 
Office. 

Sub Post Mistress 
Karen Cook said: “The 
problem is that it takes 15 
minutes for us to reboot 
the system so before it 
came back online it 
would go down again. 

“We must have had 
eight power cuts in two 
hours. We had pretty irate 
customers. 

“We are not like other 
businesses. Because of 
security we have to have 
everyone out of the 
building when the power 
goes. 

“The power surge also 
blew up two counters and 
affected the driving li¬ 
cense machine. 

“We have had to have 
engineers in to fix it 
again. It’s very frustrat¬ 
ing.” 

Western Power Distri¬ 
bution blamed the power

LYME fishmonger Simon Bennett - or Si The 
Fish as he's locally known - has become a pop¬ 
ular fixture of the town since he opened The 
Old Watch House fresh fish place at The Cobb. 

His many customers include top chefs Mark 
Hix, Clarissa Dickson-Wright and Hugh Fearn- 
ley-Whittingstall and his shop has featured on 
BBC, ITV and Channel 4 programmes. 


■ HOW long have you been in the fishmongering 
business? 

I started at the age of 18, working in my Dad's shop in 
Christchurch, Dorset. So I've been a fishmonger for 21 
years - blimey! 

■ HOW did you and your family come to live in 
Lyme? 

I was working on another of my father's stalls in Dorch¬ 
ester High Street and a good customer - Sarah Wilkinson, 
the daughter Victor Homyer, Lyme's fishmonger since 
1934 - came up and asked us if we'd take over the shop 
in Lyme as her father wanted to retire. So we took on The 
Old Watch House and after a week in the town I met Jo, 
now my wife. Our first romantic chat was during a walk 
around The Cobb - very French Lieutenant's Woman! 

■ IS fish difficult to cook and what is your favourite 
easy fish dish? 

The golden rule with nearly every fish, so long as it's 
been cleaned, is you can wrap it in tin foil with lemon, 
butter and a drop of white wine and bake it for 20 min¬ 
utes on 180 degrees gas mark 4. 

That is a general rule but it really works well with any 
flat fish. Lemon sole or brill would be particularly fine 
this way-you could ruin the taste of the fish by dabbling 
with other stronger flavourings. 

It's difficult to say which recipe would be my favourite 
as we cook this way seasonally with all sorts of fish, de¬ 
pending on what's in season. But I never get bored of 
trying something new that a customer may have recom¬ 
mended. 

Raw wriggling scallops straight from the shell give me 
a lift. There's more zinc in them than oysters. 

■ WE'VE recently read that some say mackerel is un¬ 
sustainable - what's the true story on this? 

That confusing media sound bite a month ago was put 
out by the Marine Conservation Society. 

It was confusing because they clearly state on their own 
website that south west line-caught mackerel is the 
most sustainable way of buying this fish which is famed 
for its omega content. The sound bite was regarding 
North Sea/Icelandic stocks and wasn't even related to 
an actual diminishing of fish, just the amount of quota 



set between Icelandic and Scottish fleets. 

On the whole a very confusing load of a I most-foreign 
nonsense has been said recently but the golden rule is: 
if it's been caught on a hand-line then it's sustainable. 
Which is good news for Lyme as the fantastic omega- 
packed beauties are traditionally available locally. 


■ WHERE can I get the best advice on what fish to 
eat and how to prepare it? 

All my staff (with the probable exception of Geoff, our 
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zany apprentice) can offer excellent advice of what fish 
to choose and how to cook it in all three of our outlets 
(Lyme, Ottery and Exeter High Street). We don't just 
wear white coats for our Saturday shifts. 

■ WILL you be taking part in the Mackerel and Crab 
festivals planned for Lyme this summer? And what's 
this we hear that you've invented a new sport of 
mackerel tossing? 

The Great Dorset Mackerel Toss could become some¬ 
thing quite big but I don't want to be specific here yet. 
Let's just say it's very original and a TV programme have 
already said they'd be interested in filming it. It'll be a 
great festival season for fish in Lyme this year. 

There are actually three different seafood-related festi¬ 
vals planned, and my team and I are working with Mark 
Hix on all of them, especially the Food Rocks event for 
the first weekend in September, 

■ WHAT advice would you give local shoppers who 
want to eat more fish because they hear it's good for 
them? 

It's really all about where the fish is from. Processed fish 
has been fiddled with in a factory. If you buy local you 
have the reassurance that it's fresh, unprocessed and 
natural. And because of the variety of Omega oils in fish, 
it's good for your heart, your mind, memory and blood 
circulation. Fish will keep you chipper. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite time of the year in Lyme 
and why's that? 

Autumn - after the madness of the season. 

■ WHAT are your leisure pursuits? 

I'm a lifelong golfer and at nights I get my telescope out 
to indulge my study of astronomy. But my best thing to 
do on a day-off is to be with my children, Sam and Rosie. 

■ WHAT would you change about Lyme if you could? 

Car parking. I'd build either an overground and doubt¬ 
less controversial multi-storey by Monmouth beach or 
an underground one in the same place! 

■ IF you were planning a dinner party for six people, 
who would be your perfect guests and what dish 
would you cook? 

The new Pope and five of his cardinals. I'd cook Monkfish 
and we could talk all evening about the meaning of Cod.

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New business forum for West Bay 

NEW GROUP WILL CHAMPION CAUSES IN THE HARBOUR AREA 


BUSINESSES in West 
Bay have formed a new 
business forum to tackle 
concerns about the new 
road layout scheme in the 
area. 

Campaigners are also 
moving to form a neigh¬ 
bourhood forum which, 
under localism legisla¬ 
tion, would allow them to 
draw up a neighbourhood 
plan and give them more 
say about what happens 
in West Bay. 

The initiatives have 
come about in response 
to the deeply unpopular 
local authority ‘West Bay 
Enhancement Scheme’ 
which redesigned road 
access to the harbour area 
of West Bay. 

Businesses in the area 
fear the new layout will

hit business as traffic is 
discouraged from enter¬ 
ing the centre of the re¬ 
sort. 

A public meeting in 
West Bay’s St John’s 
Church on March 8th at¬ 
tracted over 100 angry 
residents and business 
owners.

cut on an “underground cable failure” saying 3,970 
customers were affected but it was unconnected with 
the road works currently affecting East Street. 

Yet a WPD spokeswoman could not guarantee the 
future looks any brighter for the town’s beleaguered 
business owners, which is served by three of the com¬ 
pany’s grids. 

A spokeswoman said: “We had three high voltage 
faults in 2012 and three low voltage problems [with 
one of the grids]. 

“If it’s a cable fault then it would not have been 
planned and so there is no way of warning customers. 

“A number of things can cause failures - lightening 
strikes, the cable being cut or even a large bird on the 
line. 

“Unfortunately we cannot predict when these things 
will happen. We take all our power cuts seriously and 
deal with them as soon as we can.” 

“We apologise for any inconvenience caused.” 

But for business in the town it is more than an incon¬ 
venience. 

Dave Derham of South Street’s Double D said: 
“Business in town is hard enough as it is. This sort of 
thing doesn’t help at all.”

The business forum has 
already met twice with 
WDDC officials to dis¬ 
cuss concerns about the 
West Bay Enhancement 
Scheme. 

Among issues raised 
were problems with lock¬ 
ing the main car park at 
night and the lack of sig¬ 
nage to promote busi¬ 
nesses and attractions. 

Also discussed was the 
lack of a pedestrian 
refuge on the new road 
between St John’s 


Church and the shops. 

A further meeting was 
arranged with Chris 
Graves from the parking 
team at WDCC where 
the possibility of free 
parking over the Easter 
weekend will be ex¬ 
plored. 

Also mooted was the 
possibility of a business 
rate relief for those busi¬ 
nesses affected by the 
road closure. 

Councillor Kayes saw 
the meeting as evidence 
of progress. 

She said: “I would like 
to thank all those who 
have made written repre¬ 
sentations about their 
concerns. 

“Along with the results 
of the survey taken at the 
public meeting, we now 
have a body of evidence 


about people's concerns. 

“Officers at the district 
and county councils will 
be meeting to discuss the 
problems this week. 

“I am hoping that im¬ 
mediate changes can be 
made to the Haddon 
House roundabout and 
the lack of a crossing 
where the pedestrian 
refuge was taken away 
outside St John’s Church. 

“We also spoke about 
the changed priority at th 
ejunction of West Bay 
Road with Marsh Barn 
Lane. 

“On a positive note, 
there was an agreement 
that a sign showing a 
clear plan of businesses 
in the Bay should be 
clearly visible in the 
main car park and there 
has been a proposal for 


signage showing sug¬ 
gested pedestrianised 
routes around the bay fo¬ 
cusing on its main fea¬ 
tures.” 

“We also talked about 
signs at the Crown 
roundabout welcoming 
people to the Bay and fo¬ 
cusing on its historic har¬ 
bour, family activities, 
stunning beaches and 
shops and amusements. 

“I am hoping the coun¬ 
cil will see fit to promote 
businesses in the Bay ap¬ 
propriately and give it 
the attention it deserves - 
especially in the light of 
all the publicity arising 
now from Broadchurch.

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Big salary on offer 
for PCC position 

DORSET'S Police and Crime Commissioner is currently 
recruiting a new member of staff with a basic annual 
salary of £82,000. 

Advertisements have appeared in the national press 
which read: "Dorset's Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, is recruiting a Chief Executive and 
Monitoring Officer to support the delivery of his vision, 
strategy and priorities." 

The deadline for applications is given as Friday, March 
22nd. 

The announcement was met with criticism over the 
scale of the remuneration which some see as dispropor¬ 
tionate at a time when new police recruits are facing a 
cut in starting salary of £4,000 to £19,000. 

Councillor Karl Wallace called the salary "exorbitant." 

He said: "There should be a cap on the amount public 
servants could be paid. 

"There are lots of good people out there who are ca¬ 
pable of doing these jobs for much less." 

He added: "We are pruning all the time from the bot¬ 
tom. We need to take it from the top too. 

"They keep saying we are all in it together but some 
seem to be more in it than others." 

Councillor David Tett said:"This adds to the costs that 
the taxpayer has to pay for this new fangled system of 
keeping the peace. 

"And for those on low wages and income support... 
it rubs salt into a very sore and unnecessary wound." 

Mr Underhill has already faced criticism over his deci¬ 
sion to award his new Chief Constable Debbie Simpson 
the maximum pay rise allowable - her £146,000 is 7 per 
cent more than her predecessor. 

A Police and Crime Commission spokesman said that 
the salary was greater than the equivalent position 
under the old Dorset Police Authority - annual salary 
£74,430 - but that the new position "is clearly signifi¬ 
cantly different from the previous role of Chief Execu¬ 
tive to the Police Authority."

What does the future hold for 
governance in West Dorset ? 


A MAN from Bridport was air¬ 
lifted to hospital after suffering a 
suspected cardiac arrest. 

A crew from the Devon Air Am¬ 
bulance was called after a 999 call 
was taken at 12:31pm on Saturday 
(March 16th) to attend the man in 
a home on South Street. 


The Dorset and Somerset Air 
Ambulance was at the time attend¬ 
ing an incident in Portland. 

The Devon-based emergency 
services helicopter took off from 
Exeter and landed in the field be¬ 
hind St Mary’s Church - site of 
Bridport Community Orchard. 


Witnesses saw the crew enter the 
South Street property to treat 
the elderly man at the scene 
with the help of the Ambulance 
Service. 

The man was then flown to 
Dorset County Hospital in Dorch¬ 
ester where treatment continued. 


■ GIVEN the apparent reluc¬ 
tance of West Dorset District 
Council (WDDC) to issue a press 
release on the subject, I write to 
draw your readers'attention to 
the discussions, currently under¬ 
way among councillors, on the 
future system of governance for 
the district. 

I do this now as I am aware that 
two very expensive and con¬ 
tentious decisions have been 
made in recent years under the 
current 'cabinet' system of gov¬ 
ernance. 

Firstly, the £15million project 
creating new offices for WDDC 
and a new Dorchester library 
and adult education centre and, 
secondly, the late addition to the 
new local plan of the Came View 
site to the south east of Dorch¬ 
ester for a possible 1,000 new 
homes. 

WDDC's current system of gov¬ 
ernance is one in which all major 


decisions (including the two re¬ 
ferred to above) are made by the 
seven person Executive Com¬ 
mittee (often referred to as "the 
cabinet"). 

Members of this are chosen by 
the Leader and are all drawn 
from the majority party (Conser¬ 
vative). 

Although cabinet decisions are 
scrutinised by two committees 
made up of members from dif¬ 
ferent political groups (Conserv¬ 
ative 8, Liberal Democrat 3, West 
Dorset Independent 1) this 
check on the Executive is of very 
limited value in a council where 
party whipping plays a signifi¬ 
cant role. 

Occasionally, in one of the few 
(five per year) Full Council meet¬ 
ings, a "recommendation" from 
the cabinet may be debated by 
all 48 councillors before being 
put to the vote. 

There can be little doubt that 


this system leads directly to a 
very significant democratic 
deficit with the views of many 
councillors playing no part at all 
in decisions on major issues. 

It may not remain like this. 
Councillors are now discussing 
alternatives to the Leader and 
cabinet system including revert¬ 
ing to the Committee structure. 

This system, allowing as it does 
a much broader and more repre¬ 
sentative debate on major is¬ 
sues, could well lead to better 
decision-making. 

Your readers may like to find 
out for themselves which system 
their elected representatives 
favour and, more importantly, 
why they believe it to be in the 
best interests of the voters of 
West Dorset.

ASA reject complaint made against View From 


A COMPLAINT about two full page ad¬ 
vertisements in the View From series of 
newspapers has been dismissed in a 
final adjudication by the Advertising 
Standards Authority. 

The advertisements were headed 
'What does the future hold for Brid- 
port's St Michael's Trading Estate'and 
were paid for by the owners of the site, 
Hayward and Co. 

The ASA received one complaint 
about the feature and seven issues 
were investigated. 

None of the seven issues challenged 
by the unknown complainant was up¬ 
held by the ASA. 

The complainant challenged whether 
the advertisement was obviously iden¬ 
tifiable as such; whether the photo¬ 
graphs in the feature were misleading 
because they were not representative 
of the area; whether the advertisement 
was misleading because it suggested 


the houses pictured in an artist's draw¬ 
ing would be affordable housing; 
whether the claim that the develop¬ 
ment would preserve the character of 
St Michael's was misleading; whether 
the claim that the scheme complied 
with all current plans and policies was 
misleading; whether the claims that the 
English Heritage response was inaccu¬ 
rate and that the historic elements of 
the Lilliput building and all of the Red 
Brick Cafe would be retained could be 
substantiated, and whether the claims 
that the buildings were of little histori¬ 
cal value was misleading. 

In responses to the complaint, Hay¬ 
ward and Co said they considered the 
advertisement to be obviously identifi¬ 
able as such having produced the copy 
and illustrations and placed and paid 
for it as an'ad.' 

Hayward and Co said they considered 
the photographs to be typical and that 


they illustrated why they were plan¬ 
ning to undertake the development. 

They also said that the development 
would provide attractive, affordable 
housing. 

The site owners said the concept of 
'character' in planning and building 
was subjective, both technically and 
emotionally, especially in areas like the 
one where the site was located. 

Answering issue five, Hayward and Co 
said that West Dorset District Council 
had not responded to the application 
at the time the advertisement was 
placed but that it had subsequently 
approved the application subject to 
conditions. 

On issue six, Hayward and Co said 
there were aspects of the letter from 
English Heritage with which they 
agreed, but there were aspects with 
which they did not agree and which 
were inaccurate. 


On the final issue, Hayward and Co. 
said many buildings were in a poor 
state of repair and could not be left to 
decay any longer. 

In a summary of the Advertising Stan¬ 
dards Authority Council decision, the 
ASA stated: "Seven issues were investi¬ 
gated, all of which were not upheld." 

Editor of the View From Philip Evans, 
said: "I am delighted with the Advertis¬ 
ing Standards Authority adjudication. I 
believe it is vital we maintain ethical 
and accurate standards in everything 
we do. 

"Newspapers in particular are under 
the microscope, and never has it been 
more important for us to maintain the 
highest standards of editorial and ad¬ 
vertising content, something I have al¬ 
ways believed in passionately. This 
adjudication Just underlines the impor¬ 
tance of those values."

There's Gold in 
them there Hills! 

AFTER the hysteria of the California Gold Rush 
faded during the 1850’s, rumours began to spread of 
gold being found in the Rocky Mountains and sev¬ 
eral small parties explored the region. 

Then, in late July 1874, the 7th Calvary led by 
Colonel George Armstrong Custer searched the 
Black Hills, Dakota, for a location to establish an 
army post. Gold was found on land that had been 
ceded by the Treaty of Laramie 1868 as land for the 
Great Sioux Reservation. The gold miners didn't 
really care that they were taking gold from the land 
that the Indians owned and some miners were still 
sneaking in even after they were told to stay out of 
the Indian territory ~ the Black Hills Gold Rush had 
begun! 

By the autumn of 1875 there were an estimated 
500 miners in the area and prospectors from Mon¬ 
tana had located deposits of gold in the Black Hills, 
paying between twenty to forty cents to the pan. For 
those early discoverers, each spade of earth revealed 
a veritable fortune in gold. A mere nine months 
later, a million dollars of gold at $20 an ounce had 
been taken from the Black Hills and approximately 
10,000 people populated the Black Hills, with 5,000 
of these in Deadwood. 

During the building of the railroad between 1876 
and 1890, gold was shipped out of the Black Hills 
by stagecoach. The summer of 1876 saw $500,000 
worth of gold shipped out of Deadwood. It was 
transported in iron safes in armoured treasure 
coaches, some of which carried $200,000 worth at 
once. One such coach in 1877 carried $350,000 and 
weighed in at just under half a tonne. The coaches 
made vulnerable targets for bandits and Indians and 
therefore sharpshooters were hired to protect them. 

One such famous hired hand was known as 
Calamity Jane ~ a hard-bitten, gun-toting tomboy. 
Her story was written into a musical comedy ~ 
CALAMITY JANE ~ which will be staged at the 
Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis by Members of Lyme 
Regis Operatic Society from May 14th to 18th. 

Calamity Jane will be played by Nicky Sweetland 
who comes in for a lot of teasing about her lack of 
femininity and her tendency to enhance her stage¬ 
coach stories by Wild Bill Hickock, played by Ian 
Crew. The character of Francis Fryer will be per¬ 
formed by John Challis and calls for one scene in 
drag! Scott Robson and Sian Dernley will provide 
the romantic element, while smaller roles are taken 
by Brian Boyt and Tracey Dare. The director, Nick 
Lawrence, is putting the cast through their paces 
with the enthusiastic assistance of Rachel Worsley 
who is choreographing the big numbers such as 
“Just blew in from the Windy City” and “Careless 
with the Truth”. It will be a show worth seeing!

The story behind the medals 


AS the Olympic and Paralympic Games 
venue for sailing, the Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing Academy in 
Dorset has experienced a unique and 
unforgettable few years in the run up to 
and during the London 2012 Olympic 
Games.

The success of the WPNSA began early 
when it became the first 2012 venue to 
be completed in November 2008, with 
three years to spare, and it played a cru¬ 
cial part in the overall success of the Lon¬ 
don Olympics 2012, and the number of 
medals Team GBR won.

He paid his compliments to the Acad¬ 
emy in saying:"WPNSA is home to some 
of the best sailing waters in the world 
and there is tough competition to gain 
this status. 

high profile 

The highest profile sailors in the world 
have competed at the venue which itself 
has showcased one of the most watched 
global events. 

"I have sailed on these waters since I 
was racing youth classes and the WPNSA 
is a great improvement upon the facili¬ 
ties I used back then. 

"The new generation getting out on 
the water have a very bright future and 
a first rate sports venue readily available 
to them that represents such a great op¬ 
portunity. 

"I have no doubt the venue will go on 
to host a raft of quality sailing events as 
it is now firmly on the map as a premiere 
location to compete. 

"Personally I will never forget winning 
my Olympic Gold medal in front of a 
home crowd and on waters so familiar to 
me." 

Now also a member of the board of di¬ 
rectors for the WPNSA, Ainslie will con¬ 
tinue to play a role at the centre which 
supported him throughout his sailing 
career and Olympic campaigns. 

Ainslie is not the only Gold medallist to 
sing the praises of WPNSA, as Paralympic 
Gold Medallist Helena Lucas MBE also 


trained from the Academy for a number 
of years before and during her Olympic 
campaign. Lucas won gold in 2012 in the 
2.4mR event. 

She said: "Winning gold on home wa¬ 
ters in Weymouth and Portland was an 
amazing experience; the home support 
is something I will never forget and it 
spurred me on tremendously. 

"Training and competing at WPNSA 
throughout my preparation certainly 
contributed to my result and I will always 
love sailing here. It is an unbeatable 
venue for disabled sailors with new, pur¬ 
pose built, facilities. 

"For example, there are disabled ac¬ 
cess hoists on the pontoons, providing 
the safest access to tidal waters for peo¬ 
ple with disabilities anywhere in the UK. 
I don't know of any other sailing venue 
where the needs of sailors of all abilities 
are so well catered for." 

However, it was not only Team GB who 
performed outstandingly during the 
sailing Olympics and Paralympics, with 
competitors from across the globe win¬ 
ning medals in British waters. 

A key to the success was the ability for 
them to access and train in the Olympic 
waters before the games began; reaping 
the benefits of this fantastic advantage. 

The academy was the first Olympic 
sailing venue to open to international 
competitors prior to the games since 
Kiel in 1972, and by operating in such a 
way this created a level playing field for 
competitors, with the final sailing com¬ 
petition higher than ever. 

Sailors from Italy, USA, Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia, Spain, Sweden, Holland, Ar¬ 
gentina, Denmark and Russia trained at 
the academy pre the games, and having 
these teams on site, some of which were 
for a number of years; brought a great 
international feel to the area. 

The WPNSA played a truly essential 
part in training and assisting all Olympic 
and Paralympic sailors in both the 2012 
Games and in the years leading up to the 
event; without its excellent facilities 
Team GBR may not have achieved such 
admirable results.

Fortunately the home side had a few veterans among 
their ranks allowing the younger Beaminster players to 
counter their lack of experience with speed and fleet of 
foot. 

However, while the visitors were trying to regroup 
Bournemouth took advantage, and went ahead with a 
flick from the top of the D following a short corner. 

Beaminster weren't deterred and hit back when Danni 
Donovan fed Abbie Dare who beat the'keeper in a one- 
on-one to level the score. 

This settled Beaminster and they applied a lot of pres¬ 
sure to the home defence without getting the rewards 
they deserved so went in at the interval level. 

This pressure continued in the second-half and they 
deservedly went ahead when Becky Early scored from 
the top of the D following a short corner. 

However, a player short, Beaminster began to tire as 
the game progressed, and Bournemouth equalised five 
minutes from time with a flicked ball from a tight angle. 

The two sides play each other again at Bournemouth 
in the final game of the season, and if Beaminster can 
avoid defeat they will finish fourth in Channel 1 Division 
of the West Clubs Women's Hockey League.

Digger keeps them guessing 


A BUG in the stables has meant 
a lot of locally-based Bob Buck¬ 
ler's horses have been laid low 
recently, leaving Double Dizzy 
as the yard's only runner re¬ 
cently. 

Unfortunately, Tinker Time 
who arrived from Jeremy Scott's 
point-to-point yard at the be¬ 
ginning of February brought a 
bug that has virtually closed 
Scott's yard, and has affected a 
number of horses at Buckler's 
Henley yard. 

"It's one of those unfortunate 
things, but it has affected a 
number of our horses, particu¬ 
larly the younger ones who 


have not yet built up resistance 
to such a disease. 

"All we can do at the moment 
is treat them with antibiotics. 
Many of them are in work doing 
bits and pieces but not fit 
enough to race yet." 

In the meantime"Digger"gave 
another superb display of jump¬ 
ing around Cheltenham's cross¬ 
country course in the 
Glenfarclas Handicap Chase 
over 3m7f course of varying 
jumps to finish tenth. 

"He ran and jumped beauti¬ 
fully again, but does not have 
the speed to compete with the 
younger horses, but it is when 


they turn for home and go back 
on to the race track which is 
drained and therefore much 
drier where he gets stuck for 
speed."

The race had to be postponed 
from Tuesday until Thursday be¬ 
cause the cross-country course 
was originally frozen in some 
places. 

"If they had run it on Friday 
when we had all that rain it 
would have suited him better as 
he likes soft ground. 

"But now we must decide if he 
has one more race in him, or to 
retire him. 


"He is still jumping superbly 
and is keen and happy, but we 
will take stock maybe later this 
week to assess his options. 

"What he would make is a top 
class team chaser, where you 
have four horses in a team. 

"He would thrive on that; his 
jumping ability is better than 
most, and he is quick over a 
shorter distance." 

With most of his horses out of 
action, only Mister Matt, an 
older horse not struck with the 
bug, is likely to run in the next 
few days. 

Buckler is looking at a race at 
Newbury of Friday.
